Smith said in his affidavit to 
Johnson that about Jan. 30, a 
letter and packet of information 
and data from the stack test 
was sent to the IEPA office. 

The letter contained in- 
formation ‘‘showing Granite 
City Steel to be in general 
compliance with applicable 
state law and containing the 
conclusion by an officer of 
Granite City Steel that it was ‘in 
compliance with the applicable 
Illinots Implementation 
Plan,’ ” the affidavit said. 

Smith alleged that this con- 
clusion was not - adequately 
supported by the data sub- 
mitted. 

He said he attended the stack 
test at the BOF facility ‘but 
was, along with all state and 
federal investigators, refused 
access to the processing area 
during all but a very short 
period of time, thereby being 
prevented from viewing the 
process..." 

Smith also argued that he has 
been refused raw data on which 
the conclusions of the company 
were based. 

He further alleged in the 
affidavit that the information 
the company did submit 
‘makes it clear that the 
calculations were conducted 
using a longer period of time 
than the test equipment was on 
line, and the basic oxygen 
furnace operating. 

“This necessarily reduces the 
volume of pollutants per unit of 
time. 

“By using time when no 
sampling occurred, Granite 
City Steel deviated from ac- 
cepted engineering practice and 
the method prescribed in the 
Federal Register,” he asserted 

‘The affidavit continued that a 
study had been made by the 
company on carbon monoxide 
levels and that no results had 
been given to the IEPA. 

‘The allegation was made that 
the second cycle of the BOF test 
contained only five minutes of 
oxygen blow. 

“T know from my own 
knowledge — and have con- 
firmed. with metallurgical 
specialist Frank Sherman of the 
EPA — that this is wholly out of 
keeping with standard 
processes in the industry and, 
for that matter, the other cycles 
during the stack test. “Such an 
atypical process would 
necessarily decrease 
emissions,” Smith alleged. 

Two test cycles included pre- 
heat time, he said, asserting 
that this was inconsistent with 
the prior two cycles. 

“The Environmental 
Protection Agency, without 
a ss to records, is unable to 
determine if it is representative 
of Granite City Steel's usual 
process,” he related. 


A final affidavit allegation, 
which came under strong 
protest by Robertson, was that 
“Granite City Steel has 
previously been subjected to 
protracted enforcement 
proceedings for air pollution 
violations before the (Illinois) 
Pollution Control Board 

Robertson termed that part of 
the document, paragraph 8, 
“the most insidious of all."” 

He argued, “They are at 
tempting (o infer some kind of 
criminal background because 
we fought the EPA in 1971. This 
is the most cruel and unkind cut 
of all 

“Does this mean that anyone 
who dares to fight the EPA does 
w consititues a criminal act? 

“This is an inflammatory 
allegation, asserting a criminal 
record of the party 

“T can only assume that by 
the time they got to paragraph 
8 they threw that ‘in in 
desperation to keep a criminal 
action allegation in front of the 
court,’ Robertson said in court. 

The GC steel attorney said 
there are no allegations of any

crime having been committed 
in the complaint used to obtain 
the search warrant. 

The law would require a 
criminal allegation before a 
search warrant was issued, he 
contended. 

Robertson said the affidavit 
implies that the company 
submitted false documents to 
the IEPA, but does not 
specifically ‘allege that. 

“The complaint is specifically 
void of that because they can’t. 
It would be a false allegation if 


they did it. 
trying to do 

n that it (the EPA) is 
not permitted to do under the 
law,” he told Judge Schuman. 

He added that the EPA has 
seized nearly one-fourth of a 
year’s production records, “I 
guess in hopes of finding some 
kind of criminal activity here. 
That's why this is a fishing 
expedition.” 

Robertson spent much of his 
time explaining that the ‘stack 
test was conducted for the U. S. 
EPA and not the Illinois EPA. 

He alleged that the IEPA was 
attempting to say that the test 
was done wrongly, when the U. 
S. EPA was satisfied with the 
testing procedure. 

The federal group was not 
even a party to the search 
warrant or subsequent develop- 
ments, the attorney em- 
phasized. 

He said the IEPA has not 
asserted that it was even per- 
niitted to observe the stack test 
or had any authority to be there. 

Robertson also said that 
failure to submit information, 
even if require, does not 
constitute a criminal act. 

“They don’t allege that. we 
submitted anything false. They 
just want to verify our test 
results, and they want to fish for 
the records,” the court was told, 

“The test on carbon monoxide 
was not submitted. How can you 
submit false information if it 
was not submitted? 

“Is it a criminal act not to 
submit information? The Act 
(establishing the EPA) says 
‘No,’ Robertson said. 

A’spokesman for the attorney 
general’s office, which is 
representing the IEPA, told the 
court he felt the affidavit had 
“more than the required 
detail.”” ; 

Attorney Anthony Cameron 
said it is not required for the 
state to prove a prima facie 
case in order to obtain a search 
warrant. That would be back- 
wards.”” 

He submitted 
previous court rulings in 
pollution cases for Judge 
Schuman to consider before 
ruling on the motion to quash 
the search warrant and to 
return the documents to Granite 
City Steel. 

He also said the attorney 
general's office and EPA have 
offered a pledge of con- 
fidentiality to Granite City Steel 
in reviewing the records. 

He requested an order 
allowing the search warrant to 
stand and giving temporary 
custody of the records to the 
EPA with a court order of 
confidentiality, under penalty of 
a contempt of court citation. 

In his summary, Robertson 
said, “A distinction is to be 
made between search and 
seizure during an arrest, and 
search and seizure under this 
act 

“A reasonable person could 
not conclude that a crime was 
committed. 

“It isn't a bank robbery, It 
isn't a crime of violence. In fact, 
we contend it isn't a crime at 
all. 

“This is not the basis for a 
criminal complaint — not the 

for search and seizure, 

s not even a ‘white collar’ 
crime. 

“It is clear that this is not a 
criminal case, It's merely an 
investigation,” he concluded. 

Judge Schuman told at- 
torneys for both sides, “The 
court is sufficiently advised, 1 
will read the briefs and take this 
under advisement.”

$7,000 fire 


The state fire marshall’s 
office is investigating the cause 
of a fire which caused an 
estimated $7,000 to a home 
owned by Venice Assistant 
Police Chief Raymond 
Mikolaszuk and occupied by 
Mr. and Mrs. John Cavender at 
106 Granville St., Venice, 
Friday night. 

Venice firemen were called to 
the house at 10:40 p.m, Friday 
and one fireman commented, 
“The house ‘was engulfed in 
flames when we arrived with 
fire coming out the windows. It 
had not yet gone through the 
roof, but it did in some areas 
later, 

“The fire seemed mainly in 
the basement and the attic,” he 
added. Firemen were at the 
scene until 12:30 a.m. 

Since the fire seemed to have 
started in the basement and the 
attic with only a small amount 
of fire in the main floor when 
firemen arrived, some firemen 
speculated fire had been set in 
both places and therefore 
suspected arson, 

Mikolaszuk disagreed, He 
said he studied the gutted home 
and it appears the fire started in 
the area of the furnace and 
electrical, wiring in the 
basement and went up through 
the wall to the attic. ‘There also 
was quite a bit of damage to the 
first floor,” he said. 

The occupants were not at 
home When the fire started and 
have not yet contacted officials, 
it was reported, 

Fireman said they had fairly 
easy access to the basement, 
but had to chop several holes in 


the roof to extinguish the fire in" 


the attic. 

Fire department damage 
estimates were $3,000 damage 
to the building and $800 to the 
contents, Mikolaszuk said he 
feels the estimates are low and 


said the building will cost at ” 


least $7,000 to repair. He did not 
know the loss to the contents, 
but said, ‘“They had some really 
nice stuff in there."" 

Venice Fire Marshall Charles 
Burger examined the gutted 
home and called a state arson 
investigator, Both examined the 
home Sunday. The cause of the
